WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (UP) — 
President Roosevelt and Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull remained within

“What of Hitler's latest moves 


for war?” I asked. He cursed. 
“What are you German workers 
doing about it?” was the next ques- 


tion. For answer he told me this 


story: 

“Recently in Hamburg, the Ham- 
burg-American Line steamer Re- 
liance, a ship of about 22,000 tons, 
took on a large cargo of boxes 
labelled “Export Beer.” It was dis- 
covered that actually the boxes 
contained machine guns and muni- 
tions for Franco and for Japan. 

“The Reliance was docked at the 
big Blohm und Voss shipyards. A 
fire broke out amidships. It took 
the entire Hamburg fire depart- 
ment and a detachment of troops 
to bring the flames under control 
and save the ship. 


“WILL BE READY” 

“When the final crisis comes, we 
will be ready. Under the most dit 
ficult conditions, we have been 
able to maintain and to build an 
illegal union. Hitler is n the Ger- 
man seamen. Hitler is not the Ger- 
man people.“ 

I talked next to a Swedish sailor 
who is on a ship caumg regularly 
at German ports. He, too, asked 
that I identify neither him nor the 
ship, because of his many contacts 
with German workers in his ports 
of call. 

“On our last trip,” he said, “a 
German longshoreman stopped in 


the galley for a cup of coffee at yy 


dinner time. 


“The longshoremen said, ‘You 
folks are still well off’ I caught on 
and we talked for several minutes. 


‘ONLY FAKED NEWS’ 

“He was famished for informa- 
tion on Czechoslovakia, Spain and 
China. ‘The Hitler press brings us 
only faked news,’ he said. ‘The 
Papers tell of labor uprisings, of 
bad conditions in the democratic 
countries.’ 

“*You Swedish seamen must read 
papers for us as well as ‘yourselves. 
Bring us the news of what is going 
on in the world and we'll spread it 
from mouth to mouth. 


Whenever you meet German 
sailors and workers tell thém about 
your organizations and your trade 
union rights, about your wages and 
working conditio, about your lib- 
erties and the social rights you 
have in democratic countries (such 
as freedom of the press, free speech 
general assembly). Every German 
who hears you will compare his life 
of misery—with yours and will 


realize that he must fight to regain | 


these elementary human rights.’ 

I have been insulted by foreign 
seamen, who think all of us are 
Nazis. I know German seamen who 
are insulted in foreign ports. Many 
foreign workers, I know, have a 
bad impression of us. 

his is not right. This is not 
the spirit of international solidarity 
of labor. We German workers are 
fighting a hard battle to overthrow 
Hitler.“ 

These were straight-talking men. 
this Aryan German and this Nordic 
Swede. . have no reason to doubt 
their word.

The Soviet cinema once more forges ahead of the field 
with this superb motion picture of the boyhood days of 


Maxim Gorky. The four hundred pages of Gorky's auto- 
biographical ‘novel of his childhood have been condensed 
and transformed to the screen. with — Hike genius. 


1 don’t know whom to single out @ 
first for mention, the scenarist for 
his judicious adaptation of Gorky's 

5 book, the director (whose name is 
not familiar in America), for his 
magnificent handling of the terri- 
fying guarrels and floggings inside 
the h of Gorky’s grandfather, 
and his uncanny selection of the 
right actors for the roles, or the 
actors themselves, three of whom 
have contributed the kinds of per- 
formances one dreams about but 
rarely sees.
